FRIENDSHIP SHADOW

SECRETARY OF STATE WIRES 
GREETINGS TO CHINA 5SO- 
CIETY OF AMERICA 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Hope for 
the maintenance of the traditional 
friendship between the United 
States and China was expressed by 
Secretary Hughes of the Depart- 
ment of State in a telegram read 
tonight at a dinner of the China 
Saciety of America. 

“Referring to your letter of Feb- 
ruary &,"" the Secretary said, “I 
take pleasure in extendli my cor- 
dial greetings to the mtmbers of 
the China Society of America and 
in expressing my hope for the 
maintenance of the traditional 
friendship between the United 
States and China. I regret, how- 
ever, that these relations 
present disturbed by the killing of 
an American citizen and the firing 
upon an American Consul by Chi- 
nese soldiers, and by the failure of 
the Chinese government to make 
any adequate response to the rep- 
resentations which this govern- 
ment has found necessary to make 
with a view to the settlement of 
this very grave incident. I can 
only hope that the Chinese gov- 
ernment will ere long become con- 
scious of its responsibilities tn this, 
and will make such regponse as 
will remove this shadow upon the 
mutually friendly feelings of the 
two peoples.” : 

The grave incident referred 
in the telegram was understoon to 
be the killing of Charlies Coltman, 
an American merchant, at Kalgan, 
just beyond the Chinese wall, by 
Chinese soldiers on December 11, 
last. He was in an automobile with 
Samuel Sokobin, Ameri Consul! 
at Kalgan, and a friend,’ carrying 
a sum of silver to Urga to buy furs, 
when stopped by Chinese sentries, 
who fired when the party attempt- 


ed to proceed.

FUTURES IN SUGAR 


SLIDE AFTER RISE 


ERROR IN COMMERCE BU- 
REAU ESTIMATE CAUSES 
SWIFT SLUMP

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The 
sugar futures market collapsed to- 


day as sensationally as it had ad- 
vanced yesterday. Raw futures 
opened twenty-eight to seventy- 
two points higher and then 
tumbled the maximum 100-point 
daily limit for rise or fall pre- 
scribed by the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Exchange. The market 
closed weak at net loss of seven- 
teen to forty-one points. The 
break followed an announcement 
of the Department of Commerce 


that its ent estimate of produc- 


stores, cigar stores and sparse! 


tion and c umption had been‘r- 
roneously construed as indicating 
a of the 1923 crop. 


Prices of stocks and bonds of 
sugar companies declined in sym- 
pathy. The rapidity of the recent 
advance in commodity and secur- 
ities prices has resulted in excited 
speculation. 


Overnight buying orders ab- 
sorbed the early offerings and 
when May and July reached 6.40, 
the market was flooded with selling 
orders from all quarters. A break 
of 100 points immediately ensued. 
As selling orders continued to 
press, the market remained nom- 
inal for the balance of the day on 
the basis of 6.40 for both May and 
July. 

The spot market, refiecting the 
weakness in futures, dropped about 
a cent per pound and offerings at 
4% cents for Cubas cost and 
freight, against 6 7-16 yesterday, 
found buyers late in the day when 
sales of 25,000 bags occurred at 
that figure for February-March 
shipment 

Refiners were still withdrawn 
from the market, and throughout 
Wall street a feeli of resentment

In my early days it was purely 
@ matter of persot:al desire and am- 
bition. A player kept in condition 
in those days simply because he 
wanted to make good at his job 
and earn a living. He knew that 
if he @in't stay in condition he 
woulds.t last long. If he was a 
ball ¢layer at heart he looked after 
his own physical welfare. There 
were not so many ball players then. 
it was not such a profession or, 
business—more of an individual 
liking for the sport. 

As the teams increased in num- 
ber and the number of players on 
each team also invreased, it grad- 
ually became necessary to have a 
sort of supervision over their per- 
sonal habits. Nowadiys if a play- 
er does not take care of himself 
he not only hurts his own chances 
but can interfere with the com- 
mercial progrese—I might call it— 
of the organization. So they have 
to be watchful to a certain extent. 


IN BED EARLY 


It is a rule on our club that 
players must be in bed. by 11:30 
o'clock et night and must not eat 
too heavily in the middle of the 
day. I have never believed in fix- 
ing an hour at which ball players 
should arise. In fact, I am in 
favor of them getting all the sleep 
possible. Most of my players stay 
morning. It makes no differ@énce to 
me. 

If they sleep very late the 
chances are that they will eat a 
fairly good breakfast and will not 
eat any lunch at all. A ball player 
ie usually much livelier on the field 
when he eats a very light lunch. 

In the matter of drinking I have 
never had any ruies. When it was 
possible to get beer and ale I never 
objected to the pluiyers having a 
glass or two in the evenings. In 
fact, I often have asked them to 
join me in a glass of beer. 


HARD TO HANDLE 


Tt t* bad to drink whisky, of 
course, but it is pretty difficult to 
stop a man from taking strong 
drink if he wants it. We have had 
some bad cases to handle, but we 
eannot fix any rule about it. All 
such incorrigib’'e players have to be 
handied individually. 

As to diet-——certain kinds of 
food—I do not believe in it at all. 
There is a lot of difference in train- 
ine for a ball game and for some 
particular athletic event. The 
ball player has to work at his job 
every day for six months and, con- 
sequently, must live regularly. A 
man who is to go into a prize fight 


or a running race, you see, can 
train for that particular occasion. 


Player, asks me to discuss the discipline of today as compared with 
that of the old-time ball clubs. There is very little to compare. As 
& general thing there really was no discipline or living regulations 
among ball players thirty years ago. : 


Then it is over with. That is also 
true of football teams. But a ball 
player must regulate his habits so 
as to live in a natural way, just 
like a man in any other business 
or trade. It makes no difference to 
me what they eat so long as they 
keep in cond*‘tion. Nature will 
make them want good, wholesome, 
substantial food. : 4 


ATE TOO MUCH 


While most of the players soon 
discover what is best for them, 
others never do. On one occa- 
sion Fred Toney, the pitcher, 
came pretty neces putting himself 
out of the game for good by eat- 
ing foolishly. He isa big fellow 
physically, and not only requires 
considerable food, but likes to eat 
just for the mere pleasure of it. 

We were in St. Louis that day 
and the temperature was 100 in 
the shade——one of those sweltering 
days for which S8t. Louis is fa- 
mous in the hot months. Toney 
got up at 9:30 o'clock and ate 
some eggs and .oast and coffee. 
That should have been enough for 
the day. At lunch time, though, 
he sat down to the table again and 
ate a heavy meal of calf's liver 
and bacon, dessert and coffee. 

Several players warned him, 
but he merely laughed. That aft- 
ernoon on the field he was over- 
come by the intense heat. For a 
moment he staggered and then col- 
lapsed, unconscious. He had to be 
taken to the hospital, and was in 
a serious condition. 


POLLAR A MEAL 


It is customary on ball clubs 
to allow the players so much a day 
for their meals and they may eat 
where they please, though we en- 
eourage thein to eat at the hotel 
where we are stopping as a rule. 
At the time I have in mind the al- 
lowance was $1 a meal or $3 a 
day. Raymond had been in his 
room—or somewhere—for three 
days and had not eaten. 
our last day in that city and he 
figured he would have to use up 
all his allowance. So, he went 
down to the dining-room the last 
morning and ate a breakfast that 
cost him $9! This breakfast was 
made up of every expensive dish 
that he could think of, even to a 
planked steak. 

The opportunity for eating a lot 
of food at the hotels for the first 
time often makes such an appeal 
to young recruits that they liter- 
ally eat themselves out of the 
league. I have known several cases 
of ball players failing to make good 
simply because they could not fe- 
sist the temptation to eat a lot of 
food at the expense of the club. 
They have to be lectured frequent- 
ly during the training period. A 
big, strapping kid, you know, 
wants to eat all the time and he 
can't see why he shouldn't indulge 
himaelf.

Nationally Known W rites on Economic Subjects 
 [nterviews an Interviewer 


BY CHAPIN HALL 


Tne of interviewing a 
profeasional interviewer isn’t what 
it is cracked up to be. Trade Talk 
tried it yesterday on Albert W. At- 
wood, who writes of economic sub- 


| jects for the Saturday Evening 
Post, and came away feeling like 
an eucalyptus tree looks. 

Not that Mr. Atwood isn’t will- 
ing to be interviewed. He's the 
most interviewable party in the 
long list of celebrities who have 
touched our hospitable shore this 
season, but he is a receiving sta- 
\tion rather than a broadcaster. 

The distinguished visitor is 
probably the possessor of the lar«c- 
est audience held by any writer in 
the world upon business subjects, 
and, for ten years his articles in 
The Post have done much to hu- 
manize a subject often believed to 
hold little ef interest outside of 
the charmed circle bearing the 
label “Financial.” He can take an 
ordinary, everyday yarn filled with 
dry statistica, trade reporta, pork 
and bank clearings,and by a few 
adroit turns on his typewriter send 
it forth to millions of readers scin- 
tilant with romance, full of pen, 
draped with drama and steeped in 
readability. He can make a Cham- 
ber of Commerce report roll over. 
jump through the hoops, play 
dead and tell the absolute unvar- 
nished truth, and he gets to the 
bottom of a situation so quickly 
that ite crux is often caught on 
the way up. 

FIRST TIME HERE 

From his refuge at the Univer- 
sity Club the researcher conducted 
his interview. He began by con- 
fessing that he had never before 
visited Los Angeles or California, 
and that he hadn't been here long 
enough to discuas economic con- 
ditions in the Southwest. That. in 
fact, was what he had come to find

The placer company’s property, 
on which tests November 19 re- 
vealed gold worth $12.68 to the 
cubic yard, was “salted,” they as- 
sert. 


Pure virgin gold was thrown in- 
to the placer pan while the self- 
same Mexican rocked the pan in 
the river—the oldest trick of a 
crooked prospector. 

The placer .company  tocated 
3000 acres of land in the Rio Reba 
county district of New Mexico, 
where experts, on the and 
specimens produced iast Novem- 
ber, estimated that gold worth 
$186,000,000 was lying untouched 
“on the ground.” 

Tracy, inventor of a process to 
extract precious metals from ore 
without the aid of a smelter—a 
poor man’s way to salvage wealth— 
organized the syndicate to aid the 
broker. Tracy, too, according to 
the story told by prominent San 
Bernardino business men who subh- 
scribed to the $16,000 financing 
fund, was present at the tests 
last November when the broker 
and the Mexican miner sifted the 
gold from the sand. 


WANTED TO BE SHOWN 

The broker, the story goes, is 
earrying credentials signed 
Tracy and scores of his friends in 
Southern California. Attorney 
Charlies L. Allison, of San Ber- 
nardino, the third man who con- 
ducted the tests on the placer 
corporation's holdings last week 
that revealed the trick of “salted” 
gorund, returned to Southern 
California today. The attorney, 
representing a score of investors 
of San Bernardino, went to Santa 
Fe to inspect the placer corpora- 
tion’s fields and it was his persist- 
ent demands to be shown that led 
to the discovery of the trick, by 
which thousands will be swindled 
if Tracy’s efforts to halt the sale 
of stock throughout the East 
fails, the attorney said. 

Included in the subscribers to 
the $16,000 fund, used by the 
broker in incorporating the placer 
company, are many prominent 
Southern Californians, friends of 
‘Tracy, who “fell” for the salted 
placer pan gold sand, Attorney 
Allison admitted today.
